It might be interesting to know what part 
Tom Campbell the snitch played in inforiuing 
the Powers Jury th;it attempts had l>een niaiie 
by friends of Powkks to liurn tlu-m up in their 
boardintr-house. in order to intlueuce them 
against the prisoner aud to make sure of his 
''conviction" and a |5,000 slice of the blood- 
money fund.
